THE NEWS. 

The Eastern news received yesterday morn 
ing is by no means oxeitinn in in character 
The armies of Lee und Gram slill confront 
•acb i tber around Richmond and Patent 
burg, but thore haa been nothing rjreater that 
ikiruiiahiny since our luat. The Northern 
commander i«, however, drawing bid line* 
ilovrly but en rely tighter around Richmond, 
and Lee it of necessity obliged lo concentralt 
hit forces nearer the capitnl ; ever, the 
Southern rains and gunboais on the James 
liver have contracted their sphere of opera- 
tions and gone further up the stream. In the 
last news mention is made id a Confederate 
•Hock on a portion ofthe Northern intrench- 
meots, in which the cavalry General Kauti 
was worsted. The accounts received yester- 
day show bow narrow was thn escape of the 
Federal General from capture, and how suc- 
cessful wai the Southern attack. It would 
aeom that the Confederates havn been victori- 
ous also in several minor-conflicts in the Smith 
Bad West. Sherman's communications have 
been attacked in various places, but no serious 
injury has been inflicted. The Confederate 
General Wheeler dashed into Marietta, north 
of Atlanta, and destroyed several poriions ol 
the to wd. At the came time a Con- 
federate force look posses.'ion of Rime, 
• place about half way between Atlanta 
and Chattanooga, and the lerm.nu, of u 
little branch line ot railway near Kingston. 
The expedition after Forrest on the Tennessee 
river has resulted disastrously ; the Federal 
officer having been repulsed with the loss ol 
two transports and a battery of guns at East- 
port on the boiders of Tennessee. Alabsnia, 
and Misiijsipi. In Missouri, the Confederates 
still seem to be holding their owu. Nothing 
but the Concentration of Federal troops on 
other and mote important poiu's could have 
allowed Trice lo penetrate so rapidly lo the 
heart of the .State.

everything that could tend to suslaiu an 
invading force. Tho result of Sheri Inn's vie 
tories is very perceptible iu ihe loss ol spir.i 
of the Southern troops in the valley. The\ 
no longer bear up vigorously against the 
Northern charges and a-saults, hul give way 
before an opposition they would have easily 
withstood two m >otln a^-o. 

The political intelligence, as the President- 
ial contest npproieht", becomes interesting 
Tbe electiotis which have just taken place in 
some of ihc Northern Slates show a eon 
siderable gain to the Union parly as aguiml 
Ihc D.Tnoc-ats, thus making the chances ul 
Linooln beyond problematic. I'he soldiers 
votes, which amount to no inconsiderable 
proportion of those pulled, are, ol course, 
nearly exclusively union. In the course o; 
three weeks, we shall k tow Hie result ol the 
great political contest tor the Presidency — a 
contest inure important in its bearings th in 
any similar political fi^ht since I he worlJ 
began. On it will depend ihe great issue of 
human slavery, ihe cohesion ol republics, 
and the independence ol millions ol the 
down trodden races of Europe I'he Lo idon 
Times, in keeping with us previous pro- 
phecies on American affairs, predicts ihe sue 
cess of McClelian, and ihecfote ini'tiediaii 
peace. It will tnucli more likely, however 
have to chronicle McClellau'a defeat, bul we 
believe a peace none the less ; I r the election 
of Lincoln w.ll show to ilic South how sao> 
and how fruitless are its efl.itis against a 
power as inexhaustible as u is determined.
